Will Eliminate Sheep Duty 


Decision of Government Means Boom 
For British Columbia 

Thousands of sheep will b»* brought 
into Ilritlsh^Columbiu next year as a 
result of tho Federal Government's 
decision to waive tho duty on breed¬ 
ing Stock for a twelve-month period, 
according to officials of tho provln 
rial department of agriculture. 

The Ottawa authorities' plan to 
allow breeding sheep to be imported 
without payment of duly follows upon 
suggestions of the British Columbia 
; department of agriculture through a. 
C. Whitney-GrlflUh, president of the 
Farmers' Institute and well known 
sheep expert. While in Ottawa re¬ 
cently, Mr. Whiluev-GriiDth secured 
from tho federal department or agri¬ 
culture a promise to eliminate the 
i sheep duty next year. 

“Inside three years there will -be as 
many sheep in the Cariboo, Chilcotin 
and Nicola districts as there are all 
over British Columbia today," Mr. 
Whitney-GriflUh predicted. “The 
ranchers of the inferior actually have 
found, that they make far more for 
every dollar invested In sheep than 
i they do on their cattle operations."

Harvesting and Curing Alfalfa 


Loss of Leaves Can Be Overcome By 
Proper Methods 

The maximum yield qf good quality 
hay is obtained when alfalfa is cut 
Just before full bloom. It is very im¬ 
portant to save Hie leaves as accord¬ 
ing to actual determination alfalfa 
leaves constitute about 15 per cent, of 
the green weight of the crop. Ac¬ 
cording to a new bulletin on Alfalfa 
in Manitoba, distribute! by the Publi¬ 
cations Branch, Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Ottawa, the loss of life leaves 
can be practically overcome- by era- 
ploying proper methods of curing. If 
the weather Is favorable the process of 
curing may be hastened by doing much 
of it in the windrowr, but in rainy 
weather the only wav is to cure the 
hay in small coils. 'The hay is con¬ 
sidered fit lor storing when no mois¬ 
ture cau be squeezed out-of the stems 
by twisting a few' stalks in the bunds. 
It should not bo drawji to the stack 
or mown when the dew is on tho 
ground, even if the hay appears to be 
dry.

Dandelion Control 


New Fur Industry 


Mixture Thgt Is Said To Remove This 
Menace To Lawns 

Dandelions are persistent enemies 
of good lawns. They may he con¬ 
trolled by the following method. Take 
20 pounds white arsenic and 15 gal¬ 
lons soft water and boil together thor¬ 
oughly. Add 35 gallons soft water 
and 30 pounds caustic soda and boil 
again. This mixture is extremely 
dangerous to clothing and person, and 
must be handled with the greatest 
care. It must be applied to each in 
dividual plant, care being taken that 
It does not come in contact with the 
surrounding grass. To do this re¬ 
move the top of each plant well bo- 
low r the ground and with a pointed 
stick apply a little of the mixture to 
the remaining root.

Says Canadian Navy League 
President 

Sani Harris, president of the Navy 
League of Canada, after spcHking of 
the Battle of Jutland, a contest on 
which depended whether the British 
Empire should continue or should go 
Into the discard, sounded a noto of 
warning. He took as ids authority a 
British blue book to show that Britain 
no longer was the premier sea power 
of the world.

The Invention of the compass is said 
to Imvc taken place in the reign of 
the Chinese Km pi* tor, Hoang-ti. In 
269K H.C., a certain Chinaman discov¬ 
ered that If a narrow splinter of load¬ 
stone, or natural magnetic Iron ore, 
found In A* I a Minor, was placed upon 
a piece of wood and the latter allow 
ccl to float in a bow l of water, the Iron 
would invariably point in a north and 
south direction. This crudo device 
was improved by the addition of a cir¬ 
cular wooden card on which twenty- 
four rays were drawn Kuch one of 
these lines was given a name and the 
whole thing was called the "lingnnn 
chlng,” which Ih the Chinese word for 
compass. The south point of the cir¬ 
cle was diTTilfled with a distinguishing 
mark, in the same manner as other 
nations todn> Indicate the north point 
of their compasses by u fleurde-ll* or 
nu arrow. The Chinese compass of 
the present day shows only the 
twenty-four points given to it five 
thousand years ago.
